Besides the theatre, the only remains are some

substructions of a sin ill temple which the natives 
call die tomb of Leouidas. 1 walked over the 
-hapeless rubbish which covers the five hills, 
w ithout a single leelitig of regret. There were 
^reat lighters belore Agamemnon, and there are 
is brave men as Leouidas to-day. As lor the 
1 ace of military savages whom Lyrurgus— the 
tn iu ol ice and iron— educated here, »ho would 
.ti-'n to testore them? 'I lie one viitue of the 
Spartans — bravery - is always exaggerated, be 
cause it is their only noble trait. They were 
coaise, cruel, treacherous and dishonest, and 
while they acted iu two or three instances as a 
-hield to Greece, they dealt the perfidious stabs 
diroiigh which she perished at last. In art, liter 
a lure, science and philosophy, we owe nothing to 
Sparta.
